Red Star, the army newspaper, 
sa'd the defenders of Leningrad 
also had taken the initiative on 
the approaches to the northern 
city and had closed in on a Ger- 
man-occupi¢ed point from three 
sides, 

The point was identified only as 
village “Y" where, the report Said, 
the Russians have been attacking 
for five days. The Russians held 
the village yesterday against an at- 
tempted counter-attack with nu- 
merically superior forces supported 
by planes and artillery, it was said. 


e KIEV ASSAULT FAILS 

Battles continued also outside 
Russia's two other beleaguered 
cities—Kiev, the Ukraine capital, 
and Odessa, the big Black Sea port, 

Fifty days of fighting in front of

In arresting 
or shooting these men Hess touch- 
ed loyal henchmen of Goering, Rib- 
bentrop, Himmler and other “big- 
shot” Nazis. My information from 
Germany indicates that Hess feared 
for his own life because of his part 
in this purge. 


FLED TO SAVE LIFE 


My sources believe that Hess fled 
only to save his own life and that 
@ny peace plan he may have car- 
ried he took on his own in an ef- 
fort to ingratiate himself in Eng- 
Jand, where he mistakenly thought 
there were still individuals who be- 
lieved in appeasement. The Duke of 
Hamilton, poor man, had never had 
any conversations whatever with 
Hess and he is anything but an ap- 
peaser. 

Simultaneously with this discip- 
linary purge the Nazis tightened 
their organizations in every key 
city. In Berlin, for instance, all the 
tenants were suddenly routed out 
of large apartment houses scattered 
throughout the city. Gestapo and 
SS. agents moved in and began a 
careful twice-daily check on every 
householder within the areca. Simi- 
larly the Germans began to build 
new and deep concrete air-raid 
shelters all over the country. The 
Germans are not going to like it 
when the British get their own back 
in raids through the coming winter. 


DON’T COLLAPSE EASILY 

These measures indicate to stu- 
dents of Germany not that morale is 
getting worse but that the German 
government is preparing to make it 
better. Few observers who know 
Germany intimately expect for one 
moment that German morale will 
collapse. There is no enthusiasm for 
the war. There never has been. 
Germans aren't like that, But Ger- 
mans don't collapse—on their re- 
cord in the past, certainly — until 
they are beaten in the field 

The Germans must be thought 
of as standing huddled together. 
Somebody must stampede them 
before they run. They were never 
stampeded in the last war until 
the Kaiser fled. He fled only when 
his generals told him that they 
faced superior military forces in 
the field and I believe that Hitler 
will never start the stampede of 
the Nazis until the generals tell

AFRAID ONLY OF U.8. WAR 

' Hitler has ordered his fifth 
columnists agents in America, ac- 
cording to German agents in Spain 
and Portugal, to start a monster 
campaign to persuade America to 
force Britain to make peace. Hitler 
is only afraid of America if the 
country goes to war. Totalitarian 
countries are Organized on a per- 
| manent war footing, their industries 
and their manpower continually 
mobilized. It is only when a demo- 
cracy has gone to war that it can 
approach the discipline and military 
effectiveness of a tatalitarian state, 
This correspondent showed in the 
period before and after Munich that 
Germany was arming at twice the 
rate of Britain and France combin- 
ed. My analyses showed that time 
was on Hitier’s side because the 
democracies, under peacetime con- 
ditions, were only doing a_half- 
hearted job industrially through the 
{irst year of the war. Britain began 
to arm in earnest and with an ef- 
ficiency unmatched as yet by the 
Nazis only after Dunkirk. As for 
America, it is sufficient to study the 
newspapers and magazines to realize 
that the United States is in the im- 
mediate post-Munich atmosphere as 
yet. 

WHAT HITLER HAS GAINED 

To understand Hitler's confidence 
as long as America does not declare 
war it is well to analyze Hitler's re- 
armament against what he has gain- 
ed from the conquest of Europe 
Under the pen name of Thomas 
Reveille, one of the best financial 
analysits in the world has made a 
careful study of this in “The Spoil 
of Europe.” 

This expert recapitulates the 
tribute Hitler has drawn from 
France and other countries in the 
form of “occupation costs,” seizure 
of energy and Jewish property, 
imposition of fines, realization of 
ancient loans and investments and 
reimbursements of reparations 
payments. 

“If to these proceeds are added,” 
he writes, the value of military and 
civilian property taken by virtue of 
armistice agreements and the value 
of gold and foreign assets taken over 
in exchange for Reichmark bal- 
ances, it probably would not be in-

‘Duke Pays Visit 
To Cape Breton 


SYDNEY, NS., Sept. 11.—(CP)— 
The Duke of Kent called unex- 
pectedly at Sydney Wednesday for 
an inspection of the steel plant here 
producing war materials. 

(The Duke was scheduled to fly 
to Newfoundland from Quebec 
Wednesday but it was learned in 
St. John’s the flight was postponed, 
presumably because of unfavorable 
flying conditions.) 

Workings of the huge steel plant 
here were explained to the Duke 
by Superintendent J. H. Fraser, 
who conducted the King’s brother 
and his staff through the buildings.

The ultimate victory—meaning 
whether Americans remain a free 
people under a free democracy or 
became a serf nation under the 
“mapter race”—will he decided in 
the contest between the morale of 
the two peoples. 

Italians, Frenchmen, Spaniards 
and Portuguese have been telling 
me in recent months that the Nazi 
agents are confident. These Nazis 
say that the American people will 
not develop the spirit of sacrifice 
and the government will not adopt 
that sense of responsibility upon 
which sound morale must be based. 
The German-filled lobbies of the 
Lisbon hotels rocked with laughter 
when Senator Wheeler disclosed to} 
the whole world that American | 


troops were being sent to Iceland.

“We are called to rededicate 
ourselves to the purposes of 
Christ,” declared Rev. Canon A. 
M. Trendell, rector of All Saints’ 
cathedral, in his address to the 
Rotary Club at its lunchean Thurs 
day noon at the Macdonald hotel. 
“We must obey the laws of God 
anew, and it is to those laws that our 
country asks that we rededicate 
ourselves, not by word alone, but 
by deed,” Rev. Trendell said | 
Using as his topic “Freedom”, Rev 
Canon Trencell explained the pur- 
poses behind Canada’s week of re- 
dedication to nationa! devotion. The 
week began Wednesday and is de- 
signed to rekindle the spirit of Can- 
adian Toyalty to their cause in the 
war and gratitude to the men on 
active service here and abroad 


FREEDOM BOUGHT 

Stressing the fact that our present 
security in freedom has been bought 
ata great price, Rev. Trendell point- 
ed out that even as he was speaking 
millions of men were fighting that 
this security. in freedom might still 
be ours.

He warned, however, that true 
freedom implies discipline from 
within. “If our Dominion is to be 


truly free, we must have that in- 
ner discipline ... obeyance of the | 
laws of God.” 


Rey. Trendell emphasized this 
conception of “disciplined free- 
dom” by mentioning the disregard 
for promises made at the end of 
the last war and the results— 
“starving millions of Chinese”, 
“the nuisance unemployed”. He 
condemned the political attitude 
of “everything for votes”; the 
business idea of “ruthless compe- 
tition”; and the social maxim of 
“eat, drink and be merry, for 
tomorrow we die”. 

“It is not to these things that we | 
are called to rededicate ourselves,” | 


he said, “but to the principles of 
Christ.

Prompt Diagnosis Will 


Mean Great Reduction 
Of Dreaded Affliction 


Time is the essence of successful treatment of cancer. 
This was the theme around which two prominent physicians, 
Dr. C. K. P. Henry, Montreal, and Dr. George H. Malcolmson, 
Edmonton, based their talks to a near capacity audience at 


‘the McDougall church, Wednesday evening. 


Dr. Henry, assistant professor of 
surgery at McGill University, out- 
lined in comparison the great ad- 
vances that have been made in the 
| last 30 years in reducing the mor- 
| tality rate of appefidicitis from 
30 per cent to 3.4 per cent. “If we 
get a correspondingly early chance 
at treating cancer, similar ad- 
vances can be made,” he stated. 

More accurate diagnosis, a larger 
world population, and more people 
reaching the cancer age due to a 
|greater life span have been the rea- 
|sons why cancer death totals are on 
an increase, Dr. Henry outlined. 


DIRECT CAUSES 

He added further that advances of 
civilization had much to do with 
further increases. He cited the ad- 
* | vent of smoking, drinking, and s0- 
cial diseases as direct cause of the 
increase 

On the other hand, advance of 
civilization has meant a great ad- 
vance in methods of combatting 
the disease. The X-ray, radium, 
radon, the radium surgical knife 
and electric loop are used today 
to combat the disease, he ex- 
plained. 

Dr. Henry repeately stressed the 
need for early diagnosis. Much more 
could be done by modern methods

All fish caught in excess of 20 
pounds must be given up for no- 
thing. 


TO SWEETEN PILL 

To sweeten the pill, the govern- 
ment has allowed the fishermen to 
keep for themselves and their 
families 4 pounds of fish a week but 
little of this finds its way to their 
homes and is sold on the “black 
market” at fancy prices. Needless to | 
say, the Marseilles fishermen are 

anything but pleased. 

The coinmunity comprises some 
500 members, a third of whom are 
Italians of the most virulent anti- 
Fascist creed, There is an aristoc- 
racy too—the deep sea fishers— 
who take part in the “grande 
peche.” This takes place about 100 
miles from Marseilles off shore 
from Port-Vendres. The “petite 
peche” is done either by dragging 
a net along the bottom of the sea 
(a practice which is called in local 
patois “gangui” and which is so 
prejudicial to fish breeding that | 
until the present crisis it was for- 
bidden) or by the normal hook 
and line method.
